tol to his head and started together to 
run up the hill. 


Before reaching the top of the hill it 


waa developed that they had two Win- 
vhctiturs and additional revolvers which 
had been concealed among the rod;?. 


Up to this time the guards h;i'l been 


unable to Hhoot, us Brioreuus in the 
grasp of the would ho CHimpi^, and at; 
they were closely huddled together a 
shut might mean death to him. 


Just before reaching tlic Kunimit of 


the hill Hriera jerked away, ami l-hn 
guards opened lire from all directions. 


The convicts took to the rocks, con- 


cealed llicmselvi'g an bust they could, 
mid returned tho (Ire us rapidly -'is pos- 
sible.

forced by reserves from tlic priHuu, and 
n terrific fight took place which lasted 
fully a half hour, during all of which 
limcuhnts were lired indiscriminately 
from (Buttling guns, "Winchester rillen 
and revolvers, us rapidly im trigger-1! 
could DU pulled. 


At the end of tlmt time one of the 


•"iivicts Jield up his hat on a rifle as u 
token of Hiirrendor and Warden Anil, 
Captain Mivphy and a few gunrds iul- 
vunced 
to tho convicts' Htronghold, 


where they found Williams, Wilnoii and 
DiUton stretched dead on the ground. 


George Hontiig was badly wounded by 


three or lour bulleU). He had one bad 
shot through tho body anil two through 
the thigh. 


Abbott waa groaning with a broken 


At the beginning of the light two 


prisoners were wounded, but were im- 
mediately carried into the prison by 
other convicts, and at tho limo the news 
Tvafl sent to the. Ilee it waa not known 
who they were. 


Xonc of the prisoners escaped, nor 


were any of tho guarda injured in the 
scrim mage. 


Warden Aull Hpoaks in the highest 


terms of the bravery displayed by the 
guards, spying they nil stood up man- 
fully, not one showing the white feather. 


Another Account. 


SA<; it. \MENTO, June 27. — A apei-inl to 


the U coord -Union from Kolsom says 
Unit while in the quarry llriere found 
himself confronted with two Winchester 
rifles, two piatola and a huge dirk in the 
hiiiKta of Contant. 


llriere was powerless and they forced 


him up the hill with BOIIIC difficulty. 


Guards IVigmore, Ayors and Filch, 


who were immediately over the quarry, 
were for n moment deterred from firing 
for fear of hitting Briere. 


As the convicts reached the top 01 the 


cliff, Uric-re, who bad been wailing for 
mi opening, by a violent effort freed 
himself from all but omi and jumped 
down a Keep wlill", taking Smith with 
him. the riife, which was hold to his 
head, exploded at the same instant 
without effect. 


Frank Wilson was ulao knocked off 


the cliff buo.k into the quarry, leaving 
live desperadoes, Houtaj;, Williams, Wii- 
son, Abltott and Dalton on lop nf the 
cliff. 


Guards Prigmore, Fitch and Ayers 


then opened tiro on tbo convicts, which 
waa supplemented by Guards Taylor 
und Payne from across tbo river. 


The convicts dodgod behind the heavy 


rocks and at onco returned the fire, cen- 
tering upon Gnarila Fitch and Prig- 
more, both of whom wore in the open. 


Captain Murphy, who was in the vi- 


cinity ot tlio power house, climbed a 
hill and taking Guard Ooneidino's gun, 
joined in the fight. 


Warden Aull was in his office and at 


the Krai (Turin secured hi* own Winches- 
ter and eatridge.« and was driven in a 
carl by Deputy Warden Hughes to tho 
scene of the conflict, which had assumed 
(he proportions of a battle. 


When the Warden reached the upper 


aide of the coiiilict he sent for e*tra 
guards, in the meantime joining in the 
tight with Guard Fitch. 


The bandits were finally located in a 


hole behind a pile »•{ boulders, but as 
the force ' f guards increased a steady 
fire was kept directed at this particular 
spot, which waa occasionally HiiHwored 
bv Ihe convicts. 


'After placing the guards the warden 


directed all hands to tire together, and 
for the space of a minute a storm of 
lend was rained on thi? particular spot. 


When tho firing ceased Son tag crawled 


out into tbo open moro dead than alive, 
followed by Abbott, neither of whom 
could walk. 


Warden Aull, Captain Murphy and 


several guards advanced toward them at 
once, when a ghastly spectacle met their 
view. 


Williams, Wilson and Dalton were 


dead in the hole, laying on top of each 
other, their bodies completely riddled 
with bullets. 


Sontag was hit three times, iu the 


thigh, shin bone and lower part of the 
body, each shot breaking the bones. 


Abbott had a broken leg and was hit 


in two other places. 


Convicts IJuffy and Schell, who had 


nothing to do with the break, were also 
wounded, Schull fatally. 


None of the guards were injured. 
Two Winchester riiles, two pistols and 


a large dirk knife- were- found in the hole 
whore tho bundtis had taken refuge. 


Dalton was struck twenty-four times, 


and Williams was hit in the heart with a 
shot from Guard Prigmore. 


Was Expected. 


KACHAMKXTO, June 27. — The break for 


liberty was not unexpected. 


About three months ago the warden 


received reliable information that Evans 
and John Sontag and their friends were 
about to make an attempt to carry the 
prison by storm and release George 
Boning. 


Without making any fugs about it or 


even notifying the officers, with the ex- 
ception of Captain Sfurphyand Deputy 
Warden Hughes, Warden 
Anil pre- 


pared to receive the company. 


Seven picked men from various parts 


of the stale were sent for und placed in 
responsible positions, new guns and pis- 
tols were distributed ; in fact evcrv- 
thing \vi\K put in order for a desperate 
fight. 


fjo qnietlv was this done that neilher 


the guards' nor convicts suspected that 
anything unusual wan about to happen. 


When the battle was in progress : 


whistlu blew and the balance of thu 
convicts, although very excited, were 
inarched into the prison in good order. 


The killed are as follows : 
A. Dalton, live years, for burglary in 


the iirst degree, Han Francisco. 


Hy Wilson, twenty years for burglary, 


Soliuiocountv. 


Frank Williams, United States con- 


vict for life, San FninciHco. 


Wounded: 
George Contant, alias Sontag, life for 


robbery, Fresno county; right leg badly 
broken 
in two places and left 
leg 


wounded in thigh ; will lose his leg and 
probably his life. 


Charles Abbott, life for murder, San 


Francisco; shot in the thigh and ankle 
broken ; several shots about the body 
and faee.

L-'raneisco, faUilly shot through the ab- 
lomen, and Joseph Duffey of San Kran- 
cisi'o, a Ih'tih wound in the leg. 


Bricre's Battle. 


fiAcit.vMKNTo, June 27. — While Guard 


[Jriere was rolling down the hill the des- 
perate convict he Vt-M fit niggling with 
Itopt striking at him with a large ham- 
mer he had iu bin bands, 


Briere grabbed it from him and til ruck 


limontlK! head, felling him to thu 
ground, He wan merciful, but though 
sorely tempted, lie did not kill him. 


While going up the hill one of the 


lewperudues held a big knife over liriere 
an d^oukl occasionally Ntick him with 
t, but becttuflc he would not go closer to 
,hc bank Convict Williams shot directly 
\i him twice. 


It was altogether an exciting occasion. 


For nearly an hour the fight went on, 
ind the warden and his men stood 
[dandy out picking at the opponents. 


There were not many involved, but 


what was lacking in munbery wan made 
up in intensity. Warden Aull was cool 
and collected as though on a quail hunt. 


When the Kccord-Union reporter and 


Deputy Sheriff 
llurke entered 
Ihe 


Uaptam's olIR-u the three dead men were 
laid out in a row and the sight was a 
horrible one. 


Dalton was chot in the shoulders and 


bcarl, and when turned over his back 
was fairly riddled with bullets. 


Wilson had only a few shots. 
William's stomach was filled with 


bullets and torn and riddled badly. He 
imiHt have received a full charge, from 
the Galtling gun. 


Sontag and Ablwlt are in a serious 


condition and niay die. 


Duffy's wound amounts to nothing. 
Thomas Schell will probably be dead 


before thin is printed. 


When tho battle was over Kontag re- 


marked to Captain Murphy, "1 have 
played my game uiul lost. 


Soutug was the brains of the crowd, 


and it is generally believed that he 
planned thu whole tiling. 


The weapons 
were 
concealed, no 


doubt, by some of his friends, and the 
attempt was undoubtedly precipitated 
by the capture of l£vaus ami Sontag. 


Like his brother, Kontag weakened 


completely when wounded, and is as 
meek as a lamb.

Yale winning by a score of 3 to 0, not, 
however, till one of tho fiercest of fights 
had been made by Harvard, which heat 
the record in college sporting annals 
here fora long time.

Dr. AViitson is a. Uill, heavily built 


man with a gamo leg, uiul had resided 
in Sanger for several years. His tcsti-

tempting to aecertain from him the

Tho 
Doctor replied that he attended the 
Eclectic Medical College of Pennsyl- 
vania during the two lecture courses of 
one year. That was in 18(ii) and 1870.
